Contracts had been hahitnallv and avow- 
e<lly made for the promotion not of the puhlic hut 
of private interest*. A physician hail hern ap- 
pointed to superintend tlie purchase* of coal, who 
knew nothing ahout eonl and never had anything 
to do with purchasing it l«*fore, but who received 
the appointment in order that he plight share the 
profits with certain other persons. More than one 
letter had heen addressed to the highest officer of the 
(iovernment, calling 11(1011 him to grant contracts 
as a reward for political services. ( hie letter had 
hcen addressed to Mr. Buchanan, when President, 
urchin him to take care that the contract for the 
pumping machinery in a steamship should he giv- 
en to a particular (BOttM in Philadelphia, with a 
view to their obtaining their political influence in 
the election. 

PRODUCTIONS of Florida, — A Flordn cor- 
respondent of the Charleston Courier maintains 
that it is practicable to cultivate in that State 
all the tropical fruits and staples by tlie side of 
those liclonging to a northern climate. He 
says: 

All who may lie skeptical on this subject can be 
readily convinced by a visit to the s<iutheni por- 
tion of the Peninsula, where they can see the 
cocoa tree, the banana, the plantain, the pineap- 
ple, the ornnge, the lemon, the lime, the arrow- 
root, the truuva, Ac, growing as luxuriantly as 
they do in any of the West India Islands. There 
is certainly no portion of the Tinted States — north, 
south, cast, or west — that can compare with Kast 
Florida in tlie variety and value of its agricultu- 
ral productions. It produces well all the root and 
gram crons of the Northern States, and all the 
great staoles of the Southern States, in addition 
to the still more valuable productions which be- 
long exclusively to tropical latitudes. 

It is owintf to the latter productions that even 
the inferior lands in that Peninsular can l>e ren- 
dered much more valuable than the liest lauds in 
any poflpni of the I'nited States. Oranges, 
lemons, pineapples, cocoanuts, and various other 
tropical fruits, will yield an average of at least 
sjl.ooo per acre per annum. Sisal hemp, it is said 
by those best I nfo r m ed, will pay $2,000 to the 
acre. Indeed ii would In? tedious to discuss the 
grnit variety of tropical fruits and staples, the 
cultivation of which would rentier the common 
pine lands of East Florida far more valuable than 
the lust agricultural lands in any other i>ortion of 
the l uitcd States.

John Morrissey arrived home a few days since 
by wav of Itoston.

A battle taking 
place, some of tho wounded are taken to the nun- 
nery and cared for. A handsome young knight 
is under the care of our young novice. He re- 
covers and induces her to leave the nunnery with 
him — and then he deserts her. Years pass, and 
in her wretchedness she determines to return just 
to look upon the place of her early life once more. 
She docs so, and at the gate: 

Tlie nun there no longer, but instead, 
A tipure with a circle round it* head, 
A riii*: of i:lory: and a face .o meek. 
So .oft, so tender, flnaala strove to .imhIc 
And .tretehed her hand out. cryini:, "Marc mild.

And Mary answered, "l-'rum thy hitter pee*. 
Welcome my child! oh. welcome home at la.t! 
I till' d thy plaee. Thy flight is know n to none. 
Tor all thy daily duties have 1 done: 
(fathered thy tiow er., and graced, and sani:. and slept. , 
Dtd'et thou not know, yoor child, thu /rt'tre ten* kei'tf 1 
Kind heart, are her.-: yet would the tciidtreit one , 
Have limit.- to its mercy; fiod ha. none. 
And man 1 * forgiveness mav tie tnie and sweet. 
Rut .l et he stoop, to Kive it. More complete 
I. love that lay. forsivenes. at the feet. 
And pleadl . ith thee to raise it. Only Heaven 
Means crtonwiU not vaiujuiirhnU when it says "Kor- 
giveu." 

From this little extract one cannot judge of the i 
poem, but let every one read it and then judge. 

Ijist night I)r. Cheever delivered another of his : 
alsdit ion sermons. He was probably assisted ill I 
giving force to his anathemas by the presence of 
Daniel Worth, who has just arrived from North 
Carolina, where he has been in prison for circula- I 
ting Helper's Iiook. He is now out on $3,000 j 
bail, given bv two slaveholders — but I>r. Cheever 
did not mention that fact — he onlv said slave- 
holders were vile, impious men. Mr. Worth is to 
preach at Hr. Cheever's church next Sunday 
evening. Ijist night the audience was thickly 
sprinkled with black heads — in such close social ' 
proximity as would make Parson Brownlow 
shriek with horror. 

Our worthv and highly esteemed (of course, 
why not?) Mayor arrived home from C harleston 
last Saturday. It must have been a severe blow 
to his poor heart, that he was kept from his own, 
his cherished party. He has, however, one con- i 
so la tion, and that is that he is not exactly green, i 
and that the people of Charleston "didn't take : 
him in." 

The Germans still persist in opening the public 
play-houses on Sunday, in spite of Sundav laws. 
Yesterday the Odeun was open and Sir. Linden- 
mailer said that over 8,000 persons bad been there , 
that day. The admittance waa ten cents, and 
lager lieer given gratis. The receipts from the 
ten cents on each barrel of lager beer sold has 
realized il.iHW within about a week. That shows I 
a pretty large aggregate of beer sold in this city i 
per week— 10,000 barrels. 

As the steamer S. 1{. S|Kilding, whicli brought 
the Massachusetts delegation from Charleston, was 
alamt entering IJoston, a negro was seen crawling 
from the coal hold in search of food and water. 
It looked rather suspicious and he was questioned. 
He said his name was Win. Hrocker, and that he 
was a free negro. The Captain thought this 
might be so, but intercepted the steamer B.Deford 
and he was sent back to his "old Carolina home." 

The German paper. Abend Zeitung, contains 
the following: It prints a dispatch from St. Louis 
which ays that US guns were lired in honor of 
the votes received by Douglas at Charleston, and 
that tbe last was only lialf cliargcd, to represent 
the half— thus 1 Thaddeus Stevens on read- 
i ing the dispatch said that the half vote must have 
1 been that of Bigler, as he is not more than half 
a man.

Fellow-citizens: It would be contrary to the 
'i "lings of our nature if I did not feel deeply sen- 
sible of the compliment which you have paM me 
to-night. A large portion of you, 1 flatter my- 
-elf, have paid me this compliment in approval of 
the proceedings of the Baltimore Convention, 
which has just adjourned. [Uiud cheers."! 1 
know il is impossible that I alone can have caused 
this largo assemblage. I have lieen put forward 
by an assembly formed, as I am told, for the 
greater part, of as pure and distinguished individ- 
uals, patriots, and statesmen as have ever assem- 
bled upon anv similar occasion in the United 
State*, I'Applause.] I know that I cannot have 
the unanimous approval of an assemblage like 
this. Still I flatter myself that the large major- 
ity of them have met to-night to signify their 
approbation of the decision of the Convention. 
) Applause.] 

1 do not appear before you. as my distinguished 
friend did me the justice to state, to make you a 
regular Speech, either upon the topics of the day 
or upon the issues which have distracted and agi- 
tated the country, or for anything else more than 
to express my simple acknowledgments for the 
honor done me by the nomination at Baltimore, 
and to wank yoa for this manifestation of your 
kindness and confidence in me. [Prolonged cheer- 
ing ] 

If vou will allow me to address a few words to 
vou, without touching upon those questions almut 
which there may be great differences of opinion, 
even in this assembly, I would like to call your 
.it lent ion to the causes which have led to the meet- 
ing of the recent Convention at Baltimore. It is 
not the Democratic party that have met there; 
nor is it the BepnoBeaa party. It is not the 
American party; it is not the \\ big party. What 
partv is it, then? 

A voice: "It is the l'nion and the Constitution 
party;" at which loud cheers were given for Ihe 
party. 

Mr. Bell continued. This must lie the party of 
the co intry [cheers], of the l'nion [cheers], of 
the Constitution [cheers, "good man "|. 1-ot it lie 
mentioned here. It will call up remembrances 
that will thrill every heart, because it is the cause 
of the Union, the party of the Union, which we 
hope the people will ratify. [Cries of "They will ! 
they will !" and tremendous cheers]. 

I was not a witness of the proceedings of that 
Convention, but 1 repeat, in view of the names 1 
have seen of gentlemen who held it • heir duty to 
be there, at this period of the country— at this 
crisis, if I may call it such — that it was composed 
of gentlemen "who had long retired from public af- 
i fairs; gentlemen of large experience, of compre- 
hensive ami Mt^u! ii!U» views, wlio tfloUKlil that 

the condition of the country required them, as pa- 
triot*, feeling a deep interest in its present as well 
as its great future, to come forth and manifest 
their sense of the impending danger, and strive 
to allay the existing threatening dissensions and 
alienations, and call hack the country to the true 
objects of the government ami the true purposes 
for which it was instituted, instead of exhausting 
their time in distracting topics and discussions up- 
on abstract questions, to the neglect of the great 
vital and material interests of every section of the 
Cnion, to the disparagement of the country, and 
to the withdrawal of vigilance and watchfulness 
from the conduct of public affairs. This state of 
tilings has led to the disparagement of our coun- 
try and of her institutions, not only in the eyes of 
i's own citizens, but it has cast a stain upon them 
in foreign nations, even exciting doubts as to their 
stability among some of the most enlightened 
friends" of liberty and republican institutions in 
Europe, This is not the way in which the honor, 
'lie purity, and the glory of out republican insti- 
tutions were expected to be developed by the fa- 
thers and founders of this great government. 
[Cries of "that's so," and applause.] It is true 
that it is so; and there is no man of rellectiou anil 
observation but that must feel a consciousness of 
it. We do not feel the same confidence in the 
practical results of our glorious representative re- 
publican Government that we did forty years ago 
— that we did twenty years ago. My c.\|ierieiice, 
my own oheei sathlll, has enabled me to perceive 
clearly and distinctly the marked change in the 
public confidence, not only of our fclh.w-citizens, 
liut of the most illustrious advocates of republi- 
can institutions in even - civilized nation of the 
world. Their eyes are all upon us. 

The distinguished gentlemen who met at Balti- 
more the other day banished from their councils 
those discussions upon the institutions of the 
South, and upon the diversity of feeling existing be- 
t ween the North and the South, which have so long 
distracted the country. They consider these issues 
Bl having been brought into the canvass for party 
purposes, in the main by zealots, notwithstanding 
there arc honest men in laith sections of the coun- 
try, having no party objects in view, who have 
been induced to espouse and discuss them. 1 do 
not believe that the agitation of these (nUeeta 
could lead to any public good, either to the North 
or to the South. It can lead to nothing hut mis- 
chief to the one or the other, or both, or to the 
cause of our common country. The Convention, 
by their example, by their counsel, ami by their 
delilierate and wise proceedings, have endeavored, 
is far as they could, to impress upon the country 
the necessity of repressing the mischievous doc- 
t rines and discussions which liave so long agitated 
the country. 

My fellow-citizens, I must say that I feel it to 
l>e a compliment 1 am unworthy of, [never.] that 
the Convention, composed as it Was Of distinguish- 
ed, able, experienced statesmen — the delegates 
from almost every large State presenting gentle- 
men who are intelligent, capable, experienced, and 
trustworthy, and who have proved themselves 
worthy of great trusts, by a long period of public 
service — should have thought proper to select me 
for a position which should hive been assigned to 
one ot those — a position the highest in this gov- 
ernment — in theho|)eand in the trust that, through 
me. with the will of the people, they should restore 
harmony to this distracted country; [loud cheers; J 
that wc should bring back the government to its 
ancient character; [cheers;] and that party dis- 
cussions of questions of domestic and foreign policy 
should be national. [Cheers.] I should regard 
it as a hopeless undertaking to attempt to restore 
harmony to this country, if I did not lielieve it to 
be a fact that the largo majority of the people, 
both of the Democratic and Republican party, are 
conservative in their feelings, love the I. nion, and 
will not do anything wilfully or with premcdita- 
ion that may tend to its destruction, or to the in- 
troduction of" anarchy and tbe overthrow of our 
glorious Constitution. [Applause.] I trust that 
'he masses, that the majority of laith parties are 
!'iund; that thev love the L'nion, as I do, both 
North and South. There are extremists, however, 
in lioth sections, who. though they may love the 
l'nion, have a most unfortunate mode of manifest- 



member. Mr. President and gentlemen, that al- 
though there are many in Massachusetts of ex- 
treme opinions, vet there are many who for the 
last few vcars have taken little or no part in poli- 
tics—men who could lind no party that rcs|*inded 
to their convictions and their sentiments; men 
w ho have abstained from voting in many cases — 
conduct which certainly I do not approve of, but 
vou should also remember that you are not to 
judge of the state of feeling in aiiy place by the 
amount of expression that is given by it. 

You remember Mr. Burke s celebrated image of 
the grasshopper and the great cattle feeding in 
the pastures the grasshoppers made all the noise, 
but he would be greatly mistaken should he infer 
that thev were the principal inhabitants of the 
pasture in which they dwell, (laughter.) Now. 
in Massachusetts, we have a great many (>oliticaI 
grasshopiiers who make a great deal of noise for 
their size, but there is a reserve power of right 
thinking and right feeling in Massachusetts that 
want nothing but just such men as you have giv- 
en them to-d ay, and just such principles as yon 
have put fortli to-day, to wake them from their 
lethargy into high aiid active life. And I rejoice, 
on behalf of this part of the people of Massachu- 
setts, the intelligence of Massachusetts, the 
thought fulness of Massachusetts, the patriot- 
ism of Massachusetts, that you have discard- 
ed that miserable doctrine of availibility. and ap- 
peil to the reason, to the conscience of the com- 
munity. 

What is the doctrine of availability? What is 
it but an appeal to the lower part of our nature, 
nn appeal to t he passions, so to speak? And the 
trouble into which this country has fallen arises 
from the fact that it has long heen given over to 
its |iassions. It is lime it should be entrusted to 
its reason and its conscience. The people, if they 
be Inferior to their political leaders in intelligence, 
are generally superior to them in moral instinct: 
and I think the doctrine of availability is found- 
ed often upon an obliviousness of that fact. Ad- 
dress the highest part of nature and the commu- 
nl v, and it w ill rise up to meet you as the o. eau 
rises up under the attraction of the moon. 

Now, gentlemen of the Convention, you have 
this day done a good ami glorious work. It will 
send a' thrill of jov and hope all over the land. 
I know well the feeling which w ill be awakened 
in New England. It would be felt there like the 
breeze from the sea after a day of exhausted heat; 
like as a man at the poles who is languishing after 
the protracted darkness of an arctic winter feels, 
when he sees the lirst ruddy spark which tells him 
that the spring and summer is coming, so shall we 
at the north welcome the intelligence of this Con- 
vention. [Applause.] As the greater part of crea- 
tion waiteth for the manifestation of the Son of 
God, so all over the land w ill the true and patri- 
otic citizens of America rise up and call you bless- 
ed. As you go home you will be received with 
applause", with the waiving of handkerchiefs, the 
clapping of hands, and eves sparkling with joy 
anil triumph. As the English poet has said upon 
a great occasion — 

*'Men met each other with erected look: 
The Bteps were htshei't which they took: 
Friends to roinrratiilut.' thoir friondj made haste. 
Anil loni: inveterate foe* sainted an they pasped." 

When we go back to Massachusetts and to New- 
England, all over our hills and valleys which are 
but just beginning to feel the genial touch of spring, 
w hat a thrill of joy and exultation w ill ring all 
along our cities, our towns, our villages, our sol- 
itary farm houses which nestle in the hollows of 
the hills. It will be so everywhere. [Applause.] 
"How beautiful on the mountains are ths Oot 
of those who bring tidings of peace." How Iv^u- 
tiful. beautiful upon the mountains are the fee of 
those w ho reconcile sectional discord; that bring 
together the North and the South, and the West 
and bind them together in the unity of the spirit 
of the land of peace. [Cries of "good," "good, " 
and applause.] 

I.ct bv-gones be bv-gones. Bash words have 
been said, unwise tilings have been done. 1 he 
North has been severe U|miii the South; the South 
has been severe upon the North: but let us forget 
anil forgive it all. I.et there be here one affec- 
tionate, fond, fraternal embrace, and, as in the 
days of that great man Washington [pointinjgto 
the portrait of Washington], Massachusetts, Vir- 
ginia, and South Carolina stissl side by side in the 
days that tried men's souls, and felt his great arm 
laid upon them for support, so let us now. in this 
dav of our joy and triumph, go back to those old 
days, renew those old feelings, and here on the 
altar of our country's good make a sacrilice of 
every trumpery sectional abstraction, and vow- 
one Constitution, one l'nion, one country and one 
common destiny.

It would seem to be a ro-unicnof 
long sundered tic, and an assurance that lielter 
days arc about to daw n on the |silitical future of 
our country. John Bell has for years withstood 
1 all the assaults of party, and seems to have arisen 
more purely and proudly after each attack. 
, Searching his entire record." it would MM as if ho 
| had never lioeii deceived in his percept ion of right, 
! and that all his impulses were ilirected to the en- 
largement of the country's happiness and the cul- 
mination of its "Jory. lie has never given a vote 
i or supported a measure that was tinctured with 
| sectionalism, and he has always acted in full svm- 
pathv w ith the most conservative pMttmi of" the 
| people. 

Of Edward Everett, what can be said that is 
| not already known to the country? He has idled 
many offices of the highest importance, both in 
the legislative, executive, and diplomatic history 
of the country, while in the highest walks of 
literature he occupies a preeminent position. No 
schoolboy but is acquainted with the extractsfrom 
his eloquent orations; his contributions to history 
and biography are acknowledged to be among the 
richest emanations of the human Intellect, w hile 
he has, in his lectures and addresses on Washing- 
ton, made the virtues, the glnrv, and the 
transcendent eminence of the "father of his 
country " known in every hamlet of the land "as 
familiar as household Words. To him the ladies 
of the country have been indebted for exertions 
and sacrifices which have aided Ihem to make 
Mount Vernon the property of the nation, ami 
rescue the grave of Washington from decay and 
desecration. In the whole bright catalogue of the 
living lights of our country, Edward Everett 
shines with a planetaiy brilliancy, and he has at- 
tained a reputation 10 intimately associated with 
Washington that they must go down to posterity 
together. John Marshall and Washington Irving 
have boon the biographers of that great man, who 
was "first in war, lirst in peace, and first in the 
heirts of his countrymen," but it has been 
reserved for Kdward Everett to popularize his 
virtues, renown, and merit, until the two 
names arc inseparably united. What glorious 
memories must ever be associated with the 
remembrance of John Bell and Edward Everett. 
The former ever foremost in resisting the spread 
of disunion sentiments, and interposing the 
weight of bis talents and position between the 
mischievous fanaticism of the North and the dan- 
gerous ultrai.sms of the South; and the latter, 
holding aloft the example of Washington, in- 
vesting his memory with new and brighter lustre 
and attracting the entire sympathies of the coun- 
try towards a proud and laudable emulation of his 
virtues. If such men as Bell and Everett can lie 
offered to the suffrages of the American people 
without the most hearty recognition and the most 
enthusiastic adoption we max- well feel that it is 
time "to despair of the republic." If the highest 
position in the field of statesmanship and the most 
exalted station in the world of literature and di- 
plomacy cannot command the respect, the confi- 
dence, ami the votes of the country, where, in 
God's name, are we to look for those virtuous, con- 
trolling inltueiices which ought to animate us? I 
am free to say that 1 regard this choice, now 
presented to the American people for adoption, 
to be the last opportunity they will have for 1 
deciding lietween the corrupting influences of party 
and the pure, refined, and elevating tendencies of I 
a recognition of private worth and public services. 
If the conservative voice of the nation cannot 
find expression strenuous enough to respond to 
their nomination: and if. when the tlag of the 
I 'nion is raised with their names emblazoned upon 
it, and with them. the assertion of a lovnl devotion 
to the Constitution, the union of the States, and 
the enforcement of the laws; then it is time to 
look for the fall of the tottering superstructure ; 
of our federal arch, and to see written iqmn everv 
crumbling pillar of our once proud constitutional 
greatness the terrible inscription, "Glory depart- 
ed!" I w ill not permit myself to follow the dread 
anticipation of the result ofawantof fealty to 
the 1 nion now that the Union in its extrcmest [ 
peril calls u | «. ii every free l>orn son of America i 
to support it . 

We have had our trials, our ditliculties. and 
our wanderings; we. the modern chosen iieoplo of ' 
heaven, with an infinity of mercies showered up- ! 
onus, have through the designs of an inscruta- 
ble Providence lieen compelled to forsake our 
task-masters and resolve to enfranchize ourselves. 
We have left the old despotic rules of party, and 
have gone out into our wanderings in search of a 
promised land of peace and security. Should our 
late oppressors have their hearts hardened, and ill [ 
the stillness of their pride attempt to follow or 
molest us, we shall have a heavenly gifted beacon 
to direct our steps. The Constitution will blaze 
in our path, a pillar of fire in darkness and a 
guiding cloud in ti e brighter effulgence of day; 
and if we are pursued and endangered, then DMMt 
— there will — lie a retributive vengeance which 
will overwhelm the foes of our country, like to 
"the arm omnipotent to save, " that

I think I speak the voice of Kentucky when I 
say that John Hell claims her devoted resf>cct next 
to John J. Crittenden, and I do not detract one 
iota from the pride I feel in John Bell as a stand 
ard-liearor when I reiterate the deep, despondent 
regret our delegates felt in being compelled to 
withdraw Mr. Crittenden. Had not his modest 
diffidence and his proud sense of honor recoiled at 
the idea of a suspicion being attached to him of 
using his official po.ition as chairmsn of the Na- 
i tional I'nion Executive Committee to advance his 
leaf was ! own views — Imd he yielded to the import unitiei Of 
county, j his friends, or had they not been sul titled by his 
almost tearful pleadings that his name might not 
have been presented — 'he columns of the Journal 
would this day have flung his name proudly to the 
breeze as the I'liion candidate for the Presidency. 
I know John Hell well enough to understand that 
he will sympathize with thir. regret of the friends 
of Mr. Crittenden, and w ill never doubt the devo- 
tion of Kentucky to him. her second choice, be- 
cause her own sou magnanimously gave way, and 
we are OMppointod of the joy of working for him. 
To noble minds this feeling is well understood, and 
therefore while Kentucky pledges devotion to Mr. 
Bell she must be permitted to indulge regrets that 
she was not privileged to press the name of her 
own dear ( rittenden.

The Japanese Ambassadors, &c, Uigether with 
the princi|i<tl otlii ers, numbering eight persons in 
all, ■econpnnied hy the naval commission, pro- 
cecdeil to the Slate Depart ment aboal noon to-day 
and after the custom arc picliminaries were intro- 
duced to Secretary Cass by dipt. Diqsint. 

Mr. Cass courteously invited them to seats. 
When in the house of the President he extended 
to I hem a grateful welcoino to this country, he 
assured their excellencies that the mission on 
which they had arrived was of considerable Im- 
portance to the Government, it being the first vi J - 
it of an embassy from Japan. The exchange of tl.e 
ratification of the treaty, he trusted would result 
in a further development of friendly and commer- 
cial intercourse which had commenced and he as- 
sured then thai in whatever part of the country 
their Excellencies visit they will meet with a 
moat cordial welcome. In conclusion he repeated 
that he extended to them in the name of the Pres- 
ident, the hospitalities ol the Government adn 

people. 

Ihe Ambassadors in reply said they were ex- 
tremely grateful fur the kind reception they bad 
received and were much pleased to make the ac- 
quaintance of General Cass.

Cass and Nauuragotier to the Kmliassy. — 

The Lieutenant (governor of the first Hmhaaaa- 
dor then produc -d a box two and a half feet in 
length, containing the letters of the Ja|iancse 
Chief Secretary for Foreign Affairs, addressed to 
Secretary Cass, and written severally in Japanese, 
Dutch, aud English, copies of which had lieen 
communicated to Mr. Cass the day previous. The 
documents were profuse in expressions of amity 
and peace and it was stated therein that, instead 
of the Japanese corvette proceeding to Panama as 
had lieen stated, it would return from San Eran- 
ci-co direct.

Tho Homestead Bill, which (uissed the Senate on 
Thursday hy a vote of -14 to 8, provides that any 
person who is the head of a family may, afler the 
act liecomes a law, enter one »iuarter section (100 
acres) of vacant and unappropriated lands, or any 
loss quantity, to he located in a IhkIv, in conform- 
itv with the legal sulidivisiou of lands, upon mak- 
ing affidavit before the Roaster that the applicant 
i< tho head of ft family, and is actually settled on 
♦he land, and that tho application is m:\de for his 
or her benefit, «nd that of no one else. The final 
certificate, or |>atent, shall not be issued for five 
vears after the date of entry, and not before it is 
certified by two credible witnesses that the settler 
has erected a dwelling house and resided upon the 
land for live vears; whereu|>on the patent shall be 
issued upon paytneni of t wenty-five cents an acre. 
The land thus acquired shall not be liable for debt 
until afler the patent is issued. In cases of false 
swearing upon making the entry, or abandoning 
the land for more than six months at onetime, 
the land shall revert to the government. The 
rights conferred by this act are extended to in- 
choate citizens who have declared 1 1n ir MaatloM, 
as required by the naturalization laws, before the 
issuing of the patent. Nothing in this act shall 
be construed so as to impair the existing pre emp- j 
tion, donation, or graduating laws, or to embrace j 
lands reserved to be sold or entered at the price of ' 
two dollars and fifty cents an acre. The President 
is required to order all surveyed public lands into 
market, by proclamation, within two years from 
date of this act, except such ns are reserved by 
the government.

Si i.m \iiisK Invasion ok I'.sui.ash — .1 Tunnel 
from Calais to Pawr. — The Philadelphia (Jazette, 
speaking of laiuis Napoleon's various schemes for 
humbling the power of l.ngland. says: 

l!ut the latest scheme announced isthc greatest. 
This is the construction of a submarine road or 
tunnel between Calais and Dover. 

This project is not t.ew. It dates liack to the 
last decade of the last century, and it 
has at intervals occupied the attention 
of the ablest scientific engineer-', both 
civil and military. The first detailed plan was 
elaborated by a French mining engineer. M. Mii- 
thien. and presented to the First Consul in 1K02, 
about the time that the short-lived peace of 
Amiens was patched up. The vigilance of the 
Knglish cruisers prevented any action being taken 
in the matter during the rei^n of the great Em- 
peror. But after his dethronement, and the re- 
storation of peace, the avengers of \Vaterbx>clunj 
to the idea of reaching Kngland under water, it' 
not above it; and several eminent French en- 
gineers from time to time laid plans for a tunnel 
from Calais to Hover before the government. 
During tlie construction of the 1 hames Tunnel, 
bv the late Marc Isamhard Brunei (himself a 
Frenchman), a numlier of French engineers, were 
in Kngland atudving the remarkable ingenious 
contrivance by which he accomplished his project; 
and he was consulted as to the practicability of a 
tunnel across the straits of Dover. 

The old gentleman w is a disciple of Archinieds. 
and had a linn belief in the JMV tto doctrine. He 
declared his ability to do what was required, pro- 
vided the promoters of the scheme would find him 
in monev. This settled the business for a time. 
But M. Thome dc (iamond did not give it up. He 
devoted his attention verv clo>elv to the project, 
and in IMS he published the result of his investi- 
gations and calculations. His plan is the one now 
under consideration. He declares that it is per- 
fectly feasilde lo lay down a cylindrical tunnel be- 
tween Cape Urls-nez and the ueareat point of the 
lCnglish coast between Dover ami Folkstone. This 
cylinder is to lie arched in stone, and to lie thirty 
feet in breadth by twenty-three in height. The 
lower arch of the cylinder is to contain a conduit 
for ventilation, let into masonry supporting a 
double line of rail. It is proposed that the line 
shall touch the great luink of the Yarne, inidwav 
hoi ween the French and Knglish coasts. On this 
liank will lie constructed a maritime station, with 
a tower built u|ion a concrete base, in the form of 
a rhomlioid of sixty-eight square rods, at a depth 
of three hundred and two feet, w hich is the level 
of the railway at this point. On the top of this 
tow er a first class lighthuose w ill be established, 
and the expense of the entire work is estimated at 
$,1I,0(K1,0(MI. The French government ap|iointed 
an official commission, composed of the most emi- 
nenst cientitic men, to examine into the (feasibility 
of this project, and these gentlemen have reported 
favorably on it. We may therefore live to see it 
undertaken: we will not say accomplished, for we 
have verv great doubts about the raising of the 
funds. The French w ill look twice at one hundred 
and seventy millions of francs before they "shell 
out" such a sum, even for the invasion of perfidi- 
ous Albion by means of a submarine railway. 

The project has been entertained on the oiher 
side of the channel, and has met withgreat favor 
among the advocates of rapid travel and Ihose 
who have a horror of the sea. But we have not 
yet heard of any of the great capitalists of Lon- 
don putting their names down for shares in it. 
And there are those w ho think Frame quite near 
enough alreadv. without wishing to bring her any 
nearer. The fear of invasion, however, by 1110:111- 
of a submarine tunnel appoirs to be exaggerated. 
The entrance to it on the F.nglish side would be 
entirely under Knglish control, and it would be 
very easy to prevent any army, however numer- 
ous, from emerging, by throwing y

And to concentrate any 
effective numlier of troops at the mouth of a tun- 
nel on an enemy's shore would be somewhat 
ditlicult. Besides, a large body of men could not 
lie brought together in France without the knowl- 
edge of the F'.nglish government, and thus timely 
steps might be taken for the defence of the coun- 
try.

IMPORTANT FROM MEXICO. 
Brilliant Victory of the Lilieralists — Second Corps 
of the Reactimiists Cut to I'ieces — Capture of 
General La Veua, his Whole Train of Artillery, 
and More than 1,000 Prisoners. 
By the brig Nahum Stetson, Captain Trenis 
which arrived at this port yesterday, we have ad- 
vices from Tampico to the tit h inst. The news is 
. highly important. On the 23d ult. was fought at 
the Raticho del Chino, Slate of San Luis Potosi, a 
general engagement between the Second Cor|w of 
the Reactionary army, commanded by (Jencral 
Romulo de la Yega, and the Liberal forces, under 
General L'raga, in which the former were utterly 
routed, and Gen. Yega and a large portion of his 
army made prisoners. Also were captured eighteen 
nieces of arltillery, thirty ordinance wagons, a 
large quantity of ammunition, provisions, stores, 
and baggage of every description. In fact, to use 
the words of Gen. Uraga's report, "the Second 
Corps of the Reactionarv army no longer exists." 
To say nothing of the losses on the battle field, 
during a well contested engagement of four bona 
and a half, more tlian a thousand prisoners fell 
into the hands of the victorious army. 

This brilliant engagement took place almut half 
way between the cities of Zacatcoas and San Luis 
Potosi. The Liberal forces engaged were the 
Brigade Carvajal, under the command of that offi- 
cer, and the brigades of Morelia and Guanajuato, 
under the command of Cols. Regulesand Antillon. 
They numbered in all sonic 3,00(1 to 4,000 men. 

The reactionists engaged were the forces recent- 
ly in possession of San Luis, and numbered in all 
some 4,000 men. They were supported bv eigh- 
teen pieces of artillery, and had the choice of 
ground, for which purpose they had sallied forth 
from the city, immediately upon hearing of the 
advance of the enemy. 

Tho Lilieralists were at the time on the march 
from Zacatccas, which place they left on the lxtb, 
immediately after the capture of that city. They 
came up with the enemy at the Hacienda de Ks- 
piritu Santo on the 21st, but not lieing ready to 
give battle, moreover, expecting reinforcements, 
they subsequently fell back, by a flank movement, 
to the Hacienda del Corso. Here, having com- 
pleted their arrangements, they again took up the 
line of mareh, and finally came up with the ene- 
my the second time at the Rancho del Chino. when 
the engagement took place. The battle began at 
half past nine in the morning, and lasted till half 
jiast one in the afternoon, when the reactionists 
gave way and fled in even- direction. The rout 
was complete, and the whole of the enemy's train 
fell into the h units of the Liberals. Also were 
1 1 III llllll Gen. Ei Yega himself, the general in 
chief, Col. Calvo, his second in command, and a 
large number of other officers. The whole num- 
ber of prisoners is stated to be upwards of 1,000. 
Of the killed and wounded we have no estimate, 
though all the reports state it to have been very 
great on both sides. 

Immediatelv after this engagement, Gen. l'raga 
inarched on San Louis Potosi, where were his 
headquarters" at last accounts. The people, who 
the last six months had suffered exactions of 
every kind, received him with every demonstra- 
tion of jov. 

This sudden change in the fortunes of war has 
breathed a new life into the hitherto desponding 

Lilieral army, and already dispositions are being 
taken for a combined atta-.-k on the city of Mex- 
ico. To perfect these it is said a number of othcers 
have gone on to Yera Cruz, where were Alatriste 
and Carvajal on the 2d, for general consultation. 
In the meantime Gen. Ampudia has succeeded 

Partearroyo as Minister of War, in which office 
he promises a more vigorous campaign. At last 
accounts also Gen. Degollado. the Commander-in- 
Chief, was on the way to San Luis to take the 
command in ]ierson. 

Among the passenger .s hv the Stetson are Major i 
John Fisher, of the Fourth Artillery, and Capt. j 
Jesus de la Garza, of the l amaulipas Cavalry, and ! 
acting adjutant of the Commander-in-Chief s staff'. 
Their special mission we understand to be the pur- 

hase of arms and ammunition for the vigorous 
campaign already opened so auspiciously.

!iUwm~ Wild/ire, trith f>20 Xeyrors—Krciting Chase 
and Particulars of the Capture— History of the 
H'i'M«V. and her Fspcditivn fo Africa— Apptar- 
ance <•/ the Xeyroes. 

Kk.y Wkst, May G, 18fi0. 

The great event of the past fortnight in this sec- 
tion of the I'ninn has been the capture by the I'. 
S. steamer Mohawk, Lieut. A. M. Craven, of the 
slav e bark Wildfire and her cargo of 520 negroes, 
and the arrival and disembarkation of the latter 
iqioii Whitehead Point, near Fort Taylor. News 
arrived in the cilv on Sunday, the 2!Mh, that the 
Mohawk was at anchor oil' Indian Key. fifty miles 
east of Kev West, with a slaver in tow. The 
n. xt morning the Mohaw k made her appearance 
off Boca Chica, and at noon rounded Fort Taylor, 
and proceeding up opposite the Naval Depot, came 
to an anclajr with her t*rir.«. 

The Mohawk sr. . W from Key \\ est on l!i» !>th 
of April on n cruise, off tho eastern end of the 
blind of Culm. SUe tdouiu-d and sailed about 
the barren keys of tl» Bahamas, occisioii.illv 
landing and procuring supplies of tishand turtle. 
She also visited the Ixilios Key., ai.l h*d<wnor 
three cxciling chases after suspicious > ra.t. Qo. 
the 2;kl, she put into the harlior of Nuevitas, tin' 
remained there until the 251 h, when she took the 
American brig Pedro Sanchez, Doby, in tow. the 
w eather being calm, and carried her outside of the 
reefs. 

She remained in company with the brig until 
the next morning, when discovering a sail in the 
oiling heading for the land, she cast off the brig 
and made chase. There being no wind, the sail 
which proved to be a liark was speedilv approach- 
ed. She was evidently an American built vessel, 
but having no name iipon her stern, she was sig- 
naled to show her colors, In respnn«e to which the 
American flag Was hoisted. 

As the Mohawk ranged alongside men were ob- 
served at work in the rigging, others alarm the 
decks — a few in numlier — while the Captain and 
his officers coolly leaned upon the rail observing 
the steamer's movements. 

She did not look the slaver, but from force of 
habit, with a spice of curiosity, Capt. Craven or 
dcred Lieut. Carpenter to board her. As the boat 
approached the vessel, it was observed that no 
rope was thrown out ; it was then evident that 
the visit was not agreeable. 

The lieutenant, unassisted, hoarded the vessel, 
and was no sooner on her bulwarks than he waved 
bis sword and the men in the boat raised a shout 
— a signal that she was a slaver and a prize. The 
moment that the slaves, who had just been driven 
below, caught sight of the officer's uniform; (the 
h itches were covered with gratings only], they 
sang and clapped their hands with joy, they in- 
sliuctivelv knew that their deliverers were at 
hand. The vessel was at once taken possession of 
by Capt. Craven, a prize crew put on board, the 
officers and crew transferred lo the Mohawk and 
taken in tow. they headed for the Florida Keys. 

The bark proved to lie the Wildfire, a handsome 
clipper, built in Philadelphia in 1855. She sailed 
from New York on the 1 tit h December, 1859. with 
an American crew for the West Indies. She made 
a good run for St. Thomas, where she remained 
eight days and then sailed for the Congo river. 
She took on Isianl Ii02 slaves the night of March 
21st. She got safely off the coast, and had not 
seen a sail up to the" day of her capture. When 
they left the coast, the American captain and 
crew- were su|ierseded by a Spanish captain and 
crew. The former then acting as passengers. 
'1 his cargo consists of children anv young men 
anil women —the majority being from 12 to lli 
years of age. They are in a remarkably sound 
and healthy condition. Few cargoes come over 
in better order than this. The negroes, sinc e 
their transfer to t he shore, seem happy and con- 
tented. The sick in hospital are getting well, un- 
der the kind treatment they are receiving. The 
l . S. marshal has charge of the negroes; he has 
placed them in hastily constructed, but comforta- 
ble shdls. built expressly for them on Whitehead 
Point, a portion of the land purchased for I'ort 
Taylor, but half a mile distant from the fortifica- 
tions. 

The crew of the slaver have lieen before the V. 
S. Commissioner and committed to jail. Captain 
Human has detailed a portion of his company to 
guard the negroes and prevent their escape or re- 
capture. A guard of marines from the Mohawk 
have also DOOM detailed for this duty. The Marshal 
has added to the aliove a guard, chosen from among 
the citizens, w ho are on duty night and day. The 
negroes seem to he perfect I v happy and contented, 
and are singing, clapping their h mils and dancing 
their country dances at stated intervals during the 
day. Thev are visited daily bv the whole impu- 
tation. This encampment, in bet, is the only at- 
traction on the Key, and it is worth a voyage of 
a thousand miles to see them. The women are. 
some of them, most attractive in person. They 
are generally clean, are but slightlv tattooed, and 
h ive, by no means, the repulsive looks ami man- 
ners of our native slave population. They exhibit 
marked signs of affection for each other, and are 
perfectly overwhelming in their fondness for the 
w hile children of the Key. It is a pitv that tli^y 
should be scut back to barbarism agiiif^ a s the'v 
w ill undoubtedly lie, for 8iichjni» VtSen the fate of 
j nearly all who" hay^-pine to Liberia. Better 
' colonize the Keys j.f Florida with these creatures. 
, or let the ^»f,cernmeiit support them until they 
I are old enough to take care of themselves. Most 
j<iP4tiem are helpless (being vet children), and will 
lie for several years, and if sent to Lilieria. will 
have to be supported for a long time by our Gov- 
ernment, or by the Colonization Society. 

Oaaooi ok tiik Kanaw ha Salt Wniths._Dr. 
Henry Kuft'ner has furnished the Kanawlia Re- 
publican w ith a highly interesting account of the 
origin of the Kanaw ha salt works. F'rom this ac- 
count it appears that the settlement of the Kana- 
wha Valley began shortly after the Virginia 
troo|is. under General I^wis, had gained the hard- 
fought battle against the Indians at Point Pleas- 
ant. Various ndbj were known to exist in the 
euaulr/i the greatest of which wao the Buffalo 
lid at'thc margin of the Kanaw ha river six miles 
1 almve the mouth of the FJk. 

In t he year 1 796, Joseph Ruffner, Sr., emigra- 
ted with his sons from Shenandoah county fo 
Kauaw ha. and settled on the great I'.lk Imttom, 
| w hich he had purchased a short time before during 
an exploring expedition among the Alleghany 
'. mountains in search of iron lands. He subse- 
j quently purchased the Campbell's Creek bottom 
containing the Buffalo lick. He was unable, 
however, to accomplish anything of much couse- 
I quence during his life time in the way of devel- 
I oping the saline resources of his purchases. In 
1808 he died; and in his will advised his sons to 
prosecute his intended search after salt water. 
His two eldest sons, David and Joseph, undertook 
the work in 1800. 

One F.lisha Brooks, had worked the lick, rent 
free, during the life time of Joseph Ruffner, sr. — 
had sunk a few sycamore gum wells in the sand, 
some ten or twelve feet deep, and had been mak- 
ing about one hundred and fifty |Kiunds of impure 
salt a day. 'The Ruft'ner's commenced operations 
near the same place by sinking a scycamorc gum, 
eighteen feet long. At the depth of thirteen feet 
they came to an abundant supply of saltwater, 
but of no better quality than what had lieen ob- 
tained from Brook's gum. They pcrserved in digg- 
ing through the sand and boring through heavy 
layers of rock, laboring under great difficulties in 
keeping the water from accumulating in the well 
too fast for their work. 

At twenty-eight feet they came to much better 
salt water. Kocon raged at this, they determined 
to bore through the rock met with at this depth. 
They continued thus to Isirc with a stone-chisel, 
lengthening it as they proceeded. At the depth 
of forty feet they came upon another vein of salt 
water 6f a very superior quality. This they ob- 
tained bv inserting a tube, w hich was made of two 
pieces of wood hollowed out and wrapped together 
with twine — the country not laing able to afford 
an iron tulie or a wocden one liored out. They 
had gotten their boilers ready by the time they 
got to the depth of forty feet and now set their 
works in operation. 

Thus, says Dr. Ruffner. was the first salt well 
in Kanwha furnished, in every important particu- 
lar, to serve the purpose of making salt advan- 
tageously, and the way shown to others in the 
neighborhood by which they might and did obtain 
sail water on their lands. The consequence was 
that the western country was plentifully supplied 
w ith salt at continually reduced prices; instead of 
X or F10 cents a pound, is sold for half a cent a 
pound, or even less at the salt works.
